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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
Lincoln, N. H. 


The Town Meeting was held in the High School 
Auditorium in Lincoln on Tuesday, March 12, 1957. 


The Meeting was called to order by Moderator 
James Maguire at 9:00 A. M. 


Before the start of the Meeting, Moderator Ma- 
guire explained to the voters that stickers which had 
been circulated around for a candidate were invalid. 


The Town Warrant was then read by Mr. Arthur 
Asselin, Town Clerk. 


The following articles were acted upon: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Motion made by Arthur Salem and seconded by 
James MacDonald to pass over Article 1. Vote in 
the affirmative. 


Article 2. To raise such sums as may be necessary 
to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Arthur Salem that the sum of $5,500 be raised 
to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year; 
$3,400 for Town Officers’ salaries, $2,000 for Town 
Officers’ expenses and $100 for Election Fees. Vote 
in the affirmative. 

Article 8. How much money will be raised for Police 
Department. 
Guy Hiltz said that our Police Department ex- 
penses were too high in comparison to other 
Towns. He made a motion to cut expenses down 
to $700.00. 
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James MacDonald explained that all the expenses 
shown in the Annual Town Report were not for 
the Chief’s car expenses alone. Figure includes 
tires for car, expenses attending Police Conven- 
tions, badges, etc. 

James MacDonald then made a motion that the 
sum of $4,700 be raised for the Police Department. 
Motion seconded by Henry Waldo. Vote in the af- 
firmative. 


Article 4. How much money will be raised for the 
Fire Department. 
Motion made by Arthur Salem and seconded by 
Kenneth McInnis that the sum of $2,800 be raised 
for the Fire Department. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 5. How much money will be raised for the 
Public Health Department. 
Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Arthur Salem that the sum of $1,900 be raised 
for the Public Health Department. Vote in the 
affirmative. 


Article 6. How much money will be raised for Town 
Maintenance. 
Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Henry Waldo that the sum of $12,000 be raised 
for Town Maintenance. Vote in the affirmative. 

Article 7. How much money will be raised for Street 
Lighting. 
Motion made by Arthur Salem and seconded by 
Henry Waldo that the sum of $2,800 be raised for 
street lighting. Vote in the affirmative. 

Article 8. How much money will be raised for Ceme- 
teries. 
Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Henry Waldo that the sum of $1,000 be raised 
for Cemeteries. Vote in the affirmative. 

Article 9. How much money will be raised for Public 
Library. 
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Motion made by Henry Waldo and seconded by 
James MacDonald that the sum of $1,400 be raised 
for Public Library. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 10. How much money will be raised for Sup- 
port of Town Poor. 


Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Arthur Salem that the sum of $3,000 be raised 
for Support of Town Poor. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 11. How much money will be raised for Old 
Age Assistance. 
Motion made by Arthur Salem and seconded by 
James MacDonald that the sum of $600 be raised 
for Old Age Assistance. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 12. How much money will be raised for Main- 
tenance of Water Department. 


Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Kenneth McInnis that the sum of $6,000 be 
raised for Maintenance of Water Department. 
Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 13. How much money will be raised for White 
Mt. Regions Association. 
Guy Hiltz asked Mr. Waldo to tell the Tax Payers 
just what good the White Mt. Regions Association 
did this Valley. 


Mr. Waldo said that a good many parties came to 
Lincoln as a result of letters sent out by White 
Mt. Regions Association. He said $18,000 had been 
spent by tourists in this locality. This statement 
could be corroborated by letters received from 
tourists telling where they stayed and how much 
money they spent. 

Roland Bourassa then asked about more road signs 
and asked that $500 be added to the appropriation. 
James MacDonald said this added appropriation 
not needed. Amount would be so small that it 
could be taken out of Town reserve fund. 


G. McGee said that the matter of additional signs 
was to be taken up with the State. 
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Motion made by Arthur Salem and seconded by 
Henry Waldo that the sum of $227.89 be raised 
for White Mt. Regions Association. Vote in the 
affirmative. 


Article 14. How much money will be raised for a 4th 
of July Celebration. 
Motion made by Roland Bourassa and seconded by 
George McGee that the town raise the sum of 
$500 for 4th of July Celebration. Vote in the af- 
firmative. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $2,000 and interest to take up Water Bonds 
due July 1, 1957. 
Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Arthur Salem that the Town vote to raise the 
sum of $2,000 and Interest to take up Water Bonds 
due July 1, 1957. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,300.00 and Interest to take up Note on 
Backhoe due May 1, 1957. 

Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Henry Waldo that the Town vote to raise the 
sum of $1,300.00 and Interest to take up Note on 
Backhoe due May 1, 1957. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise 

$65.04 for T. R. A. work, the State to contribute 
the sum of $483.59. 
Motion made by Arthur Salem and seconded by 
James MacDonald that the town raise the sum of 
$65.04 for T. R. A. work, the State to contribute 
the sum of $433.59. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 

the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of 
taxes. 
Motion made by Arthur Salem and seconded by 
Henry Waldo that the Town authorize the Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of taxes. Vote in 
the affirmative. 
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Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $250.00 for the Lincoln-North Woodstock 
Community Band. 


Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Arthur Salem that the Town raise the sum of 
$250.00 for the Lincoln-North Woodstock Com- 
munity Band. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $300.00 for Civil Defense. 


Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Henry Waldo that the Town raise the sum of 
$300.00 for Civil Defense. Vote in the affirmative. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $2,000 for Parks and Playgrounds. 


Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Henry Waldo that the Town raise the sum of 
$2,000 for Parks and Playgrounds. Vote in the af- 
firmative. 


Article 22. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting. 
Motion made by James MacDonald and seconded 
by Arthur Salem that the Town vote to discon- 
tinue all the old road on the highway left by the 
State. Vote in the affirmative. 


Moderator James Maguire appointed for the Re- 
creation Committee, the same members as served 
last year, namely: George McGee, George Boyle, 
Henry C. Waldo (chairman), Chief of Police Fred 
Johnson and Mrs. Loretta Russell.

by Mary Marden that Town Meeting be recessed 
to take up balloting. Vote in the affirmative.

Two Salk Polio Vaccine clinics were held during 
the year 1957. Those in the age group 6 months up to 
20 years old were eligible to attend these clinics. The 


total attendance was 597. 
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A Dental Clinic was conducted for the three up to 
six year olds. At these clinics a Dental Hygienist cleans 
the teeth, then applies four applications of Fluorine. 
Thirty children attended this clinic, each one accom- 
panied by his or her mother. The Hygienist stressed 
to the mothers the importance of Dental care. It was 
hoped that the children of the first six grades could 
be taken care of also, but due to the overcrowded 
schedule and shortage of Dental Hygienists, it was 
not possible. 


A spring clinic was conducted for preschool Small- 
pox Vaccinations and Triple Toxoid Booster shots. 


Highty-nine visits were made to the schools. 
Nurse’s examinations of 343 pupils consisted of vision 
tests, checking throats, teeth, weights and heights. 
Dr. William Seales checked the pupils in high school 
who took part in sports. 


The Tuberculin Patch Test, namely a test which 
helps greatly in the early detection of Tuberculosis, 
was given to 97 grammar school pupils and 119 high 
school pupils. Those pupils having a positive reaction 
were taken for chest x-rays. There were no symptoms 
of any trouble among this group of children.

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FOREST FIRE PREVENTION 
IS EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in 
its forest fire problem — 97 per cent of all our forest 
fires being man-caused and preventable — a serious 
indictment of interest in our own welfare and that of 
our neighbor. Both the State and the towns are striv- 
ing diligently to effectively meet the challenge 
through education of the public to the threat fire 
presents to our woodlands; by maintaining a well 
trained corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every 
community and by providing ample opportunity for all 
who wish to dispose of unwanted waste materials. 
Careless and perverseness, however, continue to be 
the big hurdles. 


Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes 
and matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters 
and fishermen; careless burning of debris during 
hazardous periods in dangerous locations; illegal burn- 
ing; improperly extinguished debris, camp and cook 
fires — all result in serious loss of property, disrup- 
tion of industry and farm work and unnecessary ex- 
penditure of town and state funds. 


To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your 
community and your local forest fire warden need 
YOUR thoughtful and cooperative effort — The rules 
are simple. 


1. Don’t burn at home — use your town dump and 
avoid all fire problems. 

2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written per- 
mit from your local forest fire warden when 
the ground is not covered with snow. Permits 
are required for open debris fires, home incin- 
erators, outdoor fire places and camp fires. 
Your warden is instructed to permit burning if 
weather conditions, site and type of burning 
are safe. 
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3. Be sure that all lighted material — cigars, 
cigarettes and matches — are completely out 
before discarding them. Use ash trays in au- 
tomobiles. 


4, Make certain that your debris, camp and cook 
fires are completely out before leaving them. 


5. Insist that others be careful and comply with 
burning requirements. 


6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aid him to extinguish it.

Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town Officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursements 
of public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers 
and cancelled checks were compared with supporting 
invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fied. Book balances were verified by comparison with 
reconciled bank balances made from statements ob- 
tained from depository banks. Verification of uncol- 
lected taxes was made by mailing notices to delin- 
quent taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. 


General Comments 


The current surplus (excess of total assets over 
current liabilities) decreased by $6,284.29, from $10,- 
217.40 to $3,938.11, in 1957, as shown herewith:

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Commission by the Board of Selectmen, with the ap- 
proval of the Budget Committee, for a certificate of 
emergency authorizing expenditures to be made in 
excess of budgetary appropriations.

To the Inhabitants of the School District in the 
Town of Lincoln qualified to vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the High School 
Auditorium in said District on the eleventh day of 
March, 1958, at 10:30 A. M., to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary officers for the School 
District for the ensuing year. 


2. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compen- 
sation of any other officers or agents of the District. 


3. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


4. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


5. To see what sum of money the District will 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for 
the salaries of School District officials and agents, and 
for the payment of statutory obligations of the Dis- 
trict, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be re- 
ceived from the State Foundation Aid Fund together 
with other income; the School Board to certify to the 
Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the Town. 
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6. To see if the District will vote to erect a six 
foot chain-link fence, between the backstop parallel 
with Church Street, to the Everett Smith property 
line, and thence along Smith’s and Vezina’s property 
line, to Pollard Road, and raise the necessary money 
for same. 


7. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
appointment of a study committee to determine pres- 
ent need and estimated need in the foreseeable future 
for expansion of the present school plant.

SCHOOL BOARD’S REPORT 


To the Residents of Lincoln: 


The current year is witnessing the changing em- 
phasis in educational procedures and functions. Ever 
since the end of the war the impending threat of a 
larger school population and inadequate facilities for 
them, has engaged the attention of government as 
well as taxpayers. How far a community should go in 
establishing new institutions, repairing some or even 
doing away with others, by consolidation or demoli- 
tion, has been and still is vexing school authorities, 
even to the extent that reserves are being set up 
against the day when such eventually might become 
a reality. 


Of late, besides the physical properties problem, 
and the still continuing salary difficulty, there has 
come to the fore, not only a demand that school cur- 
ricula be restricted and altered, but that teachers be 
better prepared for their vitally impressive part in 
our overall economy. No longer do we hear of stress 
being laid so much upon how to teach as on what to 
teach. Substance rather than form, essentials rather 
than frills, pennies rather than dollars are controlling 
the thinking of civic leaders. 


In Lincoln, these and many other items have en- 
gaged the attentions of your School Board. There are 
always the usual administrative decisions regarding 
- repairs and alterations, classroom numbers, teachers’ 
needs, athletic activities, student interests, marking 
requirements, discipline rules, transportation sched- 
ules and the like. And in these areas the usual ap- 
proach is taken — settling them as they arise because 
they create no unusual long-range thinking or prepa- 
ration. In general, our overall policies meet these re- 
curring situations headlong, and so the decisions have 
been made quickly. 
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With a doubled high school enrollment, however, 
the future will demand schoolhouse alterations — 
hence, we have a capital reserve fund set up which 
will, in time, handle the expansion that the evidence 
indicates is close at hand. With the increased school 
population, more care is being taken to get better qual- 
ified teachers and for increased salaries. So also the 
subjects to be offered are being more closely looked 
at so that a real basic education is possible. Quality 
rather than variety is the rule. The selective process 
is the basic guide in determining all issues. 


So with tongue in cheek, the School Board moves 
on, having due regard for the impact of scientific de- 
mands, the business recession, and State Board of Ed- 
ucation requirements. These latter must be met, lest 
we lose either State Aid or accreditation. On the first 
score, the penalty is nothing since our town is not en- 
titled to any State assistance. On the second score, 
eyebrows could be raised when, even though a solid 
college or business course is maintained, accreditation 
would be denied because of a failure to provide voca- 
tional education! The Board is, therefore, concerned 
over these developments because herein the local con- 
trol over our schools and tax money almost disap- 
pears into the mist of State control of education. 
Whether such is desirable or not becomes a problem 
that has to be decided even before policy determina- 
tions can be made. 


It should be noted here, then, that those who run 
the education budget have major decisions to make, 
and many facts to consider before arriving at a rea- 
sonable result. Naturally, the townspeople have their 
own attitudes, and the welding of all their ideas into 
a unit that is for the best interests of the Town can 
be pleasing to some and irritating to others. We can 
only hope that the approvals of our deliberative con- 
clusions are more than the criticisms of them. 
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So another year has ended and another one has 
started — with our educational institutions at the 
crossroads. Which direction shall we follow — the sign- 
post erected by the taxpayer, or the parent, or the 
State, or the Federal government, or the national se- 
curity? It is not an easy conclusion to come to and 
the best approach would seem to be to recognize where 
each desire would lead us and hope that somehow, 
paper nee: they are all going to arrive at the same 
end. 


The teaching staff for the past year was pretty 
well held intact and where a few replacements were 
called for, such were obtained of a quality that satis- 
fied the school committee. The new teachers have 
blended into the system very well and the principals 
have expressed their satisfactions with their respec- 
tive staffs. The lack of any undue concern expressed 
by student activities seems to indicate that the type 
of education as well as the substance of the education 
is being well accepted by them. There is still much to 
be done to improve the quality of our subject matter 
and the School Board continues to look for even more 
competent teachers than we now have if such are pos- 
sible to obtain. 


The facilities at our disposal have been the sources 
of many numerous complaints and headaches because 
of the wear and tear that they have all been subjected 
to over the years. Very little has been done by way of 
major replacement but highlighting what has been 
done, it may be said that the addition of an electric 
typewriter for the commercial classes, the purchase 
of new seating equipment for two classrooms, the in- 
stallation of new facilities in the domestic science 
rooms, along with the repairing and altering of pres- 
ent equipment has come a long way towards bringing 
those departments up to date. The demands brought 
upon the facilities by the addition of pupils from Wood- 
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stock have been met and no substantial difficulty has 
been encountered. The integration of the two town 
high schools has worked out very well and the pupils 
have expressed on many occasions their complete satis- 
faction with the arrangement. The School Board hopes 
that this situation will continue and be made perman- 
ent in due time. 


The recreation and athletic facilities could stand 
some readjustment and certainly call for great atten- 
tion in the near future. Some restraint should be exer- 
cised in keeping athletic activities within bounds be- 
cause the prime purpose of education is to train the 
mind and the prime purpose of athletic competition 
is to keep the body fit. We should not lose this perspec- 
tive, namely, that after we have taken care of our ed- 
ucational requirements, we should then look at our 
physical education needs. The athletic plant is in as 
good condition as can be reasonably expected and if 
any suggestions were to be made at this time in this 
area, it might be that an adequate gymnasium, shower 
and toilet facilities, and outdoor play areas should be 
looked at. 


The relations that have existed between the 
School Board and the teaching staff and Superinten- 
dent have been very pleasant and the School Board is 
grateful to the Superintendent for the work he has 
done. The teaching staffs of both schools are to be 
complimented for the efficient manner in which they 
have handled their duties. Discipline seems to have 
been maintained at a high level and the educational 
requirements seem not to have suffered. 


Mrs. Catherine Boyle, who was elected to the 
School Board last March, saw fit to resign after six 
months’ service to engage in teaching once again. The 
remaining members of the Board are grateful to her 
for her advice and assistance and realize that it was 
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the need for a teacher that prompted her to resign 
from the School Board and fill a civic obligation that 
she felt was more important than School Board ser- 
vice. Since then, the School Board has made efforts to 
replace her and asked many residents of the Town to 
fill out the term. In almost every instance those who 
were approached felt that they could not serve or did 
not want to serve and the matter became somewhat 
acute. The remaining members of the Board realize 
that the law requires that the position be filled but 
as of this writing have been unable to find an indi- 
vidual who would be willing to serve and who was 
agreeable to both parties. 


The budget herewith submitted is somewhat larg- 
er than usual and is occasioned by an increased amount 
for the capital reserve fund and a relatively substan- 
tial increase in the teachers’ salaries. We hope that 
the budget will meet with the approval of the towns- 
people.

Moved that the School District raise and appro- 
priate $105,830.00, and authorize and direct the School 
Board to apply against said appropriation such income 
as is estimated by the School Board, exclusive of State 
Aid, and upon determination of the amount of State 
Aid to be received by the school district during the 
next fiscal year to authorize and direct the School 
Board to apply against such appropriation the sum to 
be received from State Aid and with the School Dis- 
trict Clerk certify to the Selectmen the balance as an 
assessment to be raised by the Town for School pur- 
poses. Seconded by Henry Waldo. Carried affirmative 
vote. 


Article VI 


Mr. Griffin moved and Henry Waldo seconded it, 
that the District authorize the School Board to make 
application for, and receive, in the name of the Dis- 
trict, such advances, grants-in-aid or other funds for 
educational purposes as may now or hereafter be forth- 
coming from the United States government and/or 
State agencies.
